Yellow fever in the United States. 

The total number of cases and deaths officially reported at New 
Orleans is as follows: Cases, 3,385; deaths, 455, from July 21 to 
November 1, inclusive. 

The total number of deaths to October 25, inclusive, was 446 instead 
of 437, as given in last week’s issue.

The following is a summary of the transactions of quarantine maintained here by 
the Illinois State Board of Health, cooperating with the city board of health, from 
August 1 to October 17, 1905, as the information is obtainable at this time. 

Nine physicians, acting as train and steamboat inspectors, including one at Thebes, 
Ill. (Iron Mountain and Cotton Belt routes), and one at Brookport, Ill. (Illinois 
Central route), have inspected:

All persons without certificates showing absence for ten days from districts infected 
with yellow fever were held in screened coaches for the proper trains to return them 
south, or tosend them north of a line running from East St. Louis, Ill., to Vincennes, 
Ind., territory north of which line the State board considered safe or noninfectible.

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No suspicious case has been held in detention. One case of yellow fever developed 
in a refugee from Natchez, Miss., who was ill on train when he reached Cairo. He 
insisted on leaving the train here, but was sent on to Chicago, where he died a few 
days later. The cases reported at Cincinnati were diverted from this route at Fulton, 
Ky., after learning that they would not be able to enter southern Lllinois. 

October 23. From Surgeon Wasdin, Gulfport, Miss. ; 

Maritime patrol discontinued at 6 p. m.; also all train inspection. Will retain my 
assistant a few days. One new case to-day. 

October 10 I wrote the secretary of the Mississippi State board of health my 
views as to the advisability of removing some of the restrictions on commerce and 
upon travel, stating that I thought it then advisable to remove all restrictions as to 
equipment and the general restraint upon the personnel and upon travelers over the 
railroads. I advocated, however, the retention of train inspectors and the observ- 
ance of all regulations as to health certificates until killing frosts had done away 
with any Stegomyia possibly remaining. I could not assent to abrupt and absolute 
removal of the restraint upon travel at this time, in view of our past experiences on 
this coast during November. 

October 23 and 24. On the former date Acting Assistant Surgeon 
Krauss reported that he would leave Lake Providence October 26, 
and that the 3 remaining yellow fever cases at that place were conva- 
lescent. He telegraphed on the latter date that State Health Officer 
Gustine reported 3 cases of yellow fever at Shelburn, 1 at Millikin, 
and 1 death in the Shelburn district four days previous, all being old 
‘ases not hefore reported. No new cases were reported from Lake 
Providence. . 

October 23 and 24. Surgeon Guitéras reported from Vicksburg, Miss. : 

Three new cases yesterday, 1 death. Greene reports 1 new case. 

Yesterday 1 new case in the city, 2 cases in the county. Greene reports 1 new 
case at Port Gibson. 

October 23 and 24. From Sanitary Inspector Porter, Pensacola, Fla. : 

Recommend that Camp Murray close on 3lst of October as applications now not 
more than 3 or 4a day. 

New cases yesterday 7, deaths 1; cases to date 487, total deaths to date 67; cases 
under treatment 97; 258 houses fumigated yesterday. 

October 24. The recommendation of Sanitary Inspector Porter to 
close Camp Murray October 31 was approved, and he was wired 
accordingly. Surgeon Banks, McDavid, Fla., was instructed to give 
notice that the camp will close on the day stated. 

October 25, 26, and 27. Sanitary Inspector Porter reported: 

New cases yesterday (24th) 9, deaths 1; total cases 496, total deaths 68; under 
treatment 85. Houses fumigated yesterday 253. * * * New cases to-day 8, 
deaths 2; total cases to date 505, total deaths 70; under treatment 85. One hundred 
and twenty-two houses fumigated to-day; only half day’s work done owing to rain. 

New cases to-day 12, deaths 2; total cases to date 517, total deaths 72; under treat- 
ment 80. Two hundred and forty-five houses fumigated to-day, making 2,525 fumi- 
gated in eleven days. 

New cases to-day 9, deaths 2; total cases to date 526, total deaths 74; under treat- 
ment 78. Two hundred and seventy-five houses fumigated to-day. 
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October 24. In response to a letter dated October 19, Dr. C. W. P. 
Brooks, Richmond, Va., chief surgeon of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad, was informed that the Bureau believed it no longer necessary 
to continue the inspection of the company’s trains at Old Point June- 
tion, Va. 

October 24. Surgeon Guitéras reported from Vicksburg, Miss. : 

No cases or deaths in city. Only 2 cases remain under treatment. Three cases 
reported in the country. 


October 25. Reporting his departure from Vicksburg, Miss., Sur- 
geon Guitéras telegraphed that one screening and two fumigating crews 
were continuing the work at that place under direction of Acting 
Assistant Surgeon Hicks and the city physician. 

October 24. Passed Assistant Surgeon Wille, Gulf Quarantine, 
Mississippi, telegraphed: 

My opinion conditions on Gulf coast and cold weather justify raising coastwise and 
general maritime quarantine restrictions November 1. 


October 26. A reply was sent: 


Replying to your telegram 24th, see regulations, which make the end of the close 
quarantine season November 1; but after November 1 strict inspection and disinfec- 
tion, if necessary, must be enforced. Regarding coastwise vessels, New Orleans and 
Pensacola are still considered infected. 


October 25 and 27. From Surgeon Wasdin, Gulfport, Miss. : 


Situation here as follows: All State and local ordinances repealed; afew cities still 
maintain quarantine; I have no jurisdiction; some cases may still occur. 1 recom- 
mend return to Memphis 28th. Sheehy, Lebaron, and Gallaway discontinued 
from 26. 


All business closed here. Will arrange to return to Memphis to-morrow morning 
unless otherwise ordered. 


October 27. Reply was sent: 

3ureau feels there is risk in giving up watchfulness at Gulfport and along the coast 
and recognizes the possibility of further cases in November, and wishes to avoid too 
early withdrawal from the field. Necessary therefore for you to remain for the 
present. Will relieve you soon as practicable. Your chief duty should be to keep 
thoroughly informed and notify Bureau of any outbreak of fever on the coast 
between Mobile and New Orleans. 


October 28. To Doctor Hunter, secretary State board of health, 
Jackson, Miss. : 

Have been informed Mississippi raised quarantines October 23. Please wire as to 
facts. Have you removed absolutely all restrictions with regard to places where yel- 
low fever now exists, including New Orleans and Pensacola? 

The same day Doctor Hunter replied: 


Mississippi has removed absolutely all restrictions with regard to places where yel- 
low fever now exists, including New Orleans and Pensacola.

October 27. In reply to an inquiry from the Bureau, Health Officer 
Brunner, Savannah, Ga., wired that there had been dengue at Savan- 
nah since the first part of the month. 

October 27. Passed Assistant Surgeon McMullen, awaiting orders at 
New Orleans, was directed to report to Surgeon White. 


October 28. To Surgeon Wertenbaker, Atlanta, Ga.: 


Wire what quarantine restriction, if any, still exists at Atlanta. 


October 28. To Doctor Souchon, president State board of health, 
New Orleans, La.: . 


Please wire Bureau what action your State board has taken with regard to raising 
quarantine; whether all restrictions have been removed or whether some restrictions 
still exist. This refers to interstate quarantine. 


October 28. Surgeon Wertenbaker reported: 


There are no quarantine restrictions at Atlanta. 


October 28. From Dr. P. B. McCutchon, acting president Louis- 
iana State board of health, New Orleans: 


Louisiana board has raised its quarantines against New Orleans and all interior 
points infected with yellow fever, leaving local option to towns and _ parishes as 
regards continuing quarantine against persons only. 


October 28. Passed Assistant Surgeon Young reported from Jack- 
son, Miss. : 


I have closed up the business here and will take my departure this afternoon en 
route to rejoin my station at Chicago. During the continuance of the inspection 
service no yellow fever has been reported as developing at any point covered by the 
service except in localities where it is demonstrable that the infection was introduced 
prior to the announcement of yellow fever in New Orleans. Our work has only 
been one of several factors in securing this result, but it certainly has played some 
part in it. Indirectly we have unquestionably been of very great service to the peo- 
ple along the roads we covered, through our very successful efforts to save them from 
themselves by preventing, both directly, by our work, and indirectly, by our cam- 
paign of education, unnecessary embargoes on freight and passenger traflic. Our 
relations to the State authorities, both sanitary and executive, have been of the most 
cordial character. It has been very gratifying indeed to find how generally the local 
authorities throughout the States in which we have operated have appreciated our 
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efforts in their behalf, and to what an extent the people at large have confidence 
both in the disinterestedness and efficiency of all the Service representatives where- 
ever they have gone. 

October 28 and 30. Passed Assistant Surgeon Greene reported from 
Port Gibson, Miss., on the former date that the last case of fever was 
reported six days before, and that 2 cases remained under treatment. 
On the latter date he reported that no further cases had occurred. 

October 28, 29, and 30. From Sanitary Inspector Porter, Pensacola, 
Fla.: 

New cases to-day 1, deaths, 2; total cases to date, 527, total deaths, 76; under 
treatment, 70. Houses fumigated to-day, 226; total of two weeks, 3,026. 

New cases to-day, 5, deaths, none; 1 death should be added to last night’s report; 
total cases to date, 532, total deaths, 77; under treatment, 67. Two hundred and 
twelve houses fumigated to-day. 

New cases to-day 6, deaths none; total cases to date 538, total deaths 77; under 
treatment 64. Houses fumigated to-day 273; total houses fumigated since 14th 3,511. 


October 30. From Surgeon Wasdin, Gulfport, Miss. : 

One new case 28th at Gulfport. Local officials still fumigating any infected 
premises. 

October 30. Passed Assistant Surgeon Greene, Port Gibson, Miss... 
was directed to rejoin his station, Fort Stanton, N. Mex. Orders 
were issued to the following officers under Surgeon White at New 
Orleans: Passed Assistant Surgeon McMullen to rejoin his station, 
Ellis Island, N. Y.; Assistant Surgeon Ebert to rejoin his station, 
Fort Stanton; Assistant Surgeon F.C. Smith to rejoin his station, 
Detroit, with leave of absence en route; Assistant Surgeon Steger to 
rejoin his station, Philadelphia; Assistant Surgeon Ashford to rejoin 
his station, Ellis Island; Assistant Surgeon Frost to rejoin his station, 
Baltimore; Assistant Surgeon Mullan to rejoin his station, Ellis Island; 
Assistant Surgeon McKeon to rejoin the United States Marine Hos- 
pital, New Orleans; and Assistant Surgeon Guthrie to proceed to Cape 
Fear Quarantine and report to Assistant Surgeon Warren for tem- 
porary duty. Pharmacist Morris was directed to return from New 
Orleans to St. Louis, Mo. 


ASIATIC CHOLERA IN EUROPE. 


October 9. Consul Gaulin, Havre, France, reported through the 
Departinent of State: 

The sanitary condition of the city of Havre is excellent, a fact proved by the weekly 
statistics of disease and mortality which, for a number of years, have been sent regu- 
larly by this consulate to the Surgeon-General of the United States Public Health 
and Marine-Hospital Service at Washington, D. C. Although no apprehension is 
felt regarding cholera here, every precaution is being taken by the health authorities 
of the port to prevent its introduction into the city. The officials of the French Line 
have (not only in conformity with the quarantine and immigration laws of the United 
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States, but also in the interest of their company and passengers) taken the most ener- 
getic measures to guard against the disease. In fact no tickets are sold by its agents 
or representatives to persons residing in or coming from cholera-infected regions. 
Thus, with the double incentive of safeguarding its own interests and those of the 
United States, the company has made it next to impossible for any person having 
been exposed to cholera to sail by its steamers for New York and elsewhere. Asa 
natural sequence the most rigorous precautions are taken against the acceptance of 
any passenger or passengers who have been refused by other lines. 

The following are the regulations which are and will be enforced by the health 
authorities of Havre during the existence of cholera, such regulations being subject to 
an even more stringent application, as occasion demands: 

First. All vessels coming from the region situated between Helsingfors, Russia, 
and Hamburg, Germany, are subject to special surveillance. 

Second. Havre pilots boarding such vessels must at once, by virtue of the sanitary 
regulations which they are enjoined to execute, see that all water-closets are cleaned 
and disinfected, and that all refuse is thrown overboard. 

Third. If a case of sickness of any description exists or has existed on board these 
vessels, a detailed declaration in regard to the same must be made to the health 
authorities on arrival in the bay, and the vessel will be quarantined if the case is a 
suspicious one. 

In the event of a case of cholera existing either on a vessel or in the city itself, the 
measures to be taken for isolating and treating it are those employed everywhere by 
modern medical science. 


October 12. Asst. Surg. A. D. Foster wrote from Trieste, Austria: 


During the week ending October 7, 1905, two ships bound for New York and 
carrying emigrants were inspected at the port of Trieste. The Cunard Steamship 
Company is now booking steerage passengers coming from Galicia, since according 
to official reports no cases of cholera or of suspected cholera have been reported from 
that district since about September 18. The inspection of Russian emigrants on their 
arrival at the railroad station at Trieste is being continued by the physicians of the 
local health office. 


October 14 and 16. Passed Assistant Surgeon McLaughlin reported 
from Berlin, Germany: 

Cholera has appeared in Stolpe, a small place near Oranienburg, less than 20 
kilometers from Berlin, on the River Havel. The outbreak occurred among Hun- 
garian workmen. Two have died, and 6 other workmen with symptoms resembling 
cholera are interned under observation. Last week a death occurred in one of these 
Hungarian emigrant families and the family and contacts were isolated in the 
hospital in Oranienburg. Cholera barracks have been prepared at Stolpe by order 
of the government, and stringent measures are being taken to stamp out the disease. 

According to the latest official statistics there are now 110 persons under medical 
observation on the Stolpe estate, all laborers with their children. Their condition 
is stated to be satisfactory, and the authorities confidently expect to be able to 
release them within afew days. Another report claims that there are still 9 ‘* bacilli 
bearers’’ in Stolpe and 3 in Oranienburg in the cholera barracks. The origin of 
cholera at Stolpe has been traced to the waters of the river Havel. In this connec- 
tion it should be borne in mind that the rivers Spree and Havel have a network of 
canals extending to the Elbe and the Oder. The river Vistula flows from Warsaw 
(Russia) to the Baltic Sea, with Konigsberg and Dantzic, in Prussia, a8 its seaports; 
the river Oder, with the arta as an affluent, debouching into the large harbor at 
Stettin. Then there is the Weser, making a vast area of west central Germany trib- 
utary to Bremen; the Rhine with its branches; the navigable Main, Neckar, and 
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Mosel, traversing the whole western portion of the Empire. These natural water 
courses have been deepened, improved, and supplemented by lateral canals. Berlin 
is located in the midst of the level, sandy plain of Brandenburg, about midway 
between the Oder, which flows down on the east from Upper Silesia past Breslau 
and Frankfort to Stettin, and the Elbe, which is navigable from Hamburg up past 
Magdeburg to Schandau, beyond Dresden. Between these main arteries of river 
traftic flows the Spree, a short, tortuous, and variable river, which widens at many 
points into small lakes, and, after flowing through Berlin, discharges its waters at 
Spandau into the Havel, a bayou or chain of lakes, which has its source in the Prov- 
ince of Mecklenburg, and flows thence southward past Potsdam, where it turns 
westward and flows into the Elbe at Havelburg. This is the direct water route 
between Berlin and Hamburg. The news, therefore, that the Havel waters are 
infected with cholera has caused considerable anxiety in Berlin. 

The total number of cholera cases registered since the present outbreak now 
amounts, according to the Reichsanzeiger, to 275 (with 91 deaths). Personal 
inquiry at the imperial health office in Berlin confirms the fact that there has been 
absolutely no concealment. The authorities have taken the public fully into their 
confidence. Daily bulletins are prepared at the ministry of interior and immediately 
handed over to the Reichsanzeiger for publication. Dr. Edgar Wutzdorff, the 
director of the imperial health office, stated to a representative of this consulate- 
general that the sanitary authorities had not been taken by surprise. The present 
outbreak of cholera, he said, would be stamped out without any unnecessary interfer- 
ence with trade and traffic.

Smallpox on steamship Nord America at Ellis Island imimigvation 
station, New York. ; 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Sprague reports, October 27, as follows: 

On the afternoon of the 27th instant a case of smallpox was detected 
on the steamship ord America, from the ports of Naples and 
Palermo. 

The eruption was papular with the vesiculation just beginning. 
Practically all the 1,400 passengers had passed. Fifty-nine of this 
passenger's immediate associates were detained and have been this 
morning taken by Doctor Doty for detention. Work on the line was 
at once stopped and the passengers of the steamships /refer/a and 
Scotia, about 1,000 in number, were returned to their respective 
vessels for the night. 

The medical officers and employees have been vaccinated and the 
privilege has been extended to the immigration service. 

Full precautions, in the way of disinfection, have been taken to 
protect incoming passengers.

STATISTICAL REPORTS OF STATES AND CITIES OF THE UNITED STATES, 
YEARLY AND MONTHLY. 


CaLirorniA.—The monthly bulletin of the State board of health says: 

A total of 1,811 deaths, exclusive of stillbirths not tabulated, were reported for 
September from 48 of the 57 counties in the State, including 74 cities and incorpo- 
rated towns. Reports that no deaths occurred in the month were received from 5 
county and 14 city or town registrars. The principal causes of death were general 
diseases (especially other than epidemic diseases), diseases of the nervous system, of 
the circulatory system, of the digestive system, and violence. About one-eighth of 
the deaths were due to tuberculosis, and about one-twelfth to heart disease. The 
next most important specific causes of death in September were cancer, pneumonia, 
Bright’s disease, apoplexy, and diarrhea and enteritis. 


San Francisco.—Month of August, 1905. Estimated population, 
475,000. Total number of deaths, 555, including diphtheria 5, enteric 
fever 11, whooping cough 4, and 82 from tuberculosis. 

CoLtoravo— Denver.—Month of September, 1905. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 180,000.

The following report by the medical officer of health for the Colony 
on the occurrence of bubonic plague in the Cape Colony for the week 
ended September 23, 1905, is published for general information.

Port Elizabeth.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital no cases were under treatment. Two hundred and three rats (9 found 
dead) and 112 mice (5 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week, 
of which | rat and 1 mouse proved to be plague infected. 

Uitenhage.—Seventy-three rats and 43 mice were bacteriologically examined dur- 
ing the week without any signs of plague infection being discovered. 

East London.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital no cases were under treatment. Seventy-six rats (3 found dead) and 57 
mice (5 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week without plague 
infection being discovered. 

King William’s Town.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. Forty- 
seven rats (10 found dead) and 9 mice (3 found dead ) were bacteriologically examined 
during the week without plague infection being discovered. 

Other districts of the Colony.—No plague infection was discovered either in man or 
animals. Two hundred and ninety-three rodents were examined during the week 
from the Cape Town harbor board area and the shipping in the harbor, and 8 from 
municipalities in the Cape Peninsula; also 621 were examined by the medical officer 
of health for the city from the Cape Town municipal area.

The following telegram is received under date of the 17th instant 
from the American consul-general at Niuchwang, China, in regard to 
the plague there: 

While maintaining drastic plague precautions safeguard million men, Japanese 
army, the military authorities agree to relax the trade restraints as much as possible. 
It is probable that utilization of military trains to assist carrying goods inland. 
Three deaths total reported. 
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Reports from Shanghai—- Inspection of vessels— Mortal ity. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, September 28 and October 
4, as follows: 

During the week ended September 23, 1905, 1 bill of health, sup- 
plemental, was issued to 1 steamer and 1 vessel; 63 crew and 3 cabin 
passengers were inspected and passed. One case of general glandular 
enlargement, particularly marked in the inguinal aid femoral glands on 
both sides, which was discovered at inspection, was carefully investi- 
gated. It was satisfactorily shown that the trouble had existed for over 
two months, and as there was no temperature or tenderness at time of 
examination, and no other suspicious circumstance, the case was passed, 

The only communicable disease reported to the municipal health 
department during the week was tuberculosis, from which 32 natives 
died. The total reported mortality was 133 natives. Dengue fever 
has made its appearance here, but not in epidemic form. There isa 
fair number of cases, however. 

No quarantinable diseases have been reported from outports.

During the week ended September 30, 1905, three supplemental 
bills of health were issued to 3 steamers, and there were inspected 4 
vessels, 410 crew, and 15 steerage passengers; also 5 pieces of steerage 
passengers’ baggage. Manifests were viséed for 21,686 pieces of 
freight, equivalent to 1,813.42 tons. ‘Two cases of illness, | pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis and 1 glandular enlargement (cervical), were investi- 
gated. The latter, in the person of a steerage passenger from Hong- 
kong, showing no temperature and no tenderness, and with a history 
of having existed for a considerable length of time, was passed as 
probably tubercular. 

The bill of health issued to the steamship A//enga on August 31, 
1905, which vessel returned to this port in distress after an absence of 
only three days, was viséed and a statement of the facts concerning her 
made on the face thereof. This vessel was reinspected immediately 
before her final departure. 

The report of the municipal health officer shows for the week, 
among foreigners, 1 new case of enteric fever and among natives 35 
deaths from tuberculosis. The total reported mortality was 1 for- 
eigner and 127 natives. Dengue fever is increasing slightly, but will 
doubtless subside as soon as the weather becomes a little cooler, 
Cholera is believed to have entirely disappeared from this port at this 
time. 

No quarantinable disease was reported from any of the outports 
except Niuchwang, from which place reports for the month of Sep- 
tember have just come to hand. These reports show for the week 
ended September 2, 1905, 4 new cases of typhus fever; September 9, 
1905, 3 new cases; September 16, 1905, no quarantinable diseases 
reported; September 25, 1905, 2 new cases with 1 death. The consul 
at Niuchwang reports that he is experiencing some difficulty in secur- 
ing the data desired. 
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Bubonic plague has made its appearance in the neighborhood of 
Lake Dalainor in Manchuria, oa the trans-Baikal provinces have 
been declared infected. I am endeavoring to obtain some more 
definite information regarding this matter.

The Rouen Yearly Bulletin of Demographic and Medical Statistics 
for the year 1904, has just been issued by the director of the bureau 
of municipal hygiene. 

It is stated that the mortality during 1904 was not great—3, 160 deaths. 
Of these, 18 per cent are due to tuberculosis, 6 per cent to cancer, 12 
per cent to infantile gastro-enteritis. More than one-third of the 
aggregate mortality of this town is therefore attributable to these three 
diseases. 
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The Bulletin further says that no epidemic of any consequence had 
appeared during the year; that of 260 cases of smallpox 188 originated 
in Rouen—i. e., that of every 5 cases at least 1 came from outside of 
Rouen.

Guatemalan authorities. 


OcTOBER 18, 1905. 

I have to report a case of yellow fever in Livingston. The patient 
is a Guatemalan who came to Livingston September 5, 1905, from 
Sarstoon, a small place on the Guatemala coast. On the 17th instant 
I visited him and found him convalescent from an attack of yellow 
fever, having been free of fever several days. 

The origin of infection in this case was easily traced, as the patient 
had been sleeping i in a house in which, during July, there had been a 
number of cases of yellow fever. When | informed the governor 
of this department of the nature of the disease he immediately gave 
orders to have the house fumigated, and unless there are other infected 
houses which have been overlooked I do not think the infection will 
spread. 

This is the first case of yellow fever in Livingston since July 30, 
1905, therefore the infected mosquitoes have been in the house for 
about seventy days, as the former cases occurred about July 20 and I 
have not known of anyone being sick in the house since then.

Contirming my cablegram of the 11th instant, I have the honor to 
state that the 2 fatal cases of plague mentioned occurred at Waipahu, 
Oahu, on October 10. Waipahu is about 9 miles from essiees is 
the headquarters of one of the large sugar plantations, and is popu- 
lated largely by oriental laborers on this plantation. These laborers 
live in camp, reproducing in miniature the customs and conditions of 
their native land, and it is in one of these camps that 5 or 6 cases of 
plague have occurred during the last eighteen months. The 2 fatal 
vases mentioned occurred here in a Korean family, mother and daugh- 
ter, and the bodies were cremated at the United States Quarantine 
Station on the 11th instant. The place was thoroughly cleaned up 
and disinfected by the local board of health, and no other cases have 
occurred, Between this camp and Honolulu there is practically no 
intercourse. 

The third case mentioned in my cablegram went into the Japanese 
hospital here suffering with a supposed simple bubo, which was 
removed. The operator decided that the case was suspicious, and the 
bacteriologist to the board of health was called and pronounced the 
case plague. The patient was removed to the hospital for contagious 
diseases, where he died on the 13th instant, and the body was cremated 
by this Service on the same day. I have been informed by the presi- 
dent of the local board of health that all possible precautions have been 
taken in cleaning up this man’s dwelling and the hospital also. The 
source of infection could not be traced in any of these cases. No 
other cases have occurred either in the city or camp at Waipahu.

Report From Vokohana— Inspection of vessels— Communicable dis- 
USES — Comparator statistics of the prevalence of dysentery. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, September 30, as follows: 

During the week ended September 23, 4 steamships, having an 
aggregate personnel of 516 crew and 858 passengers were inspected 
prior to the issuance of bills of health; 288 steerage passengers were 
bathed and their clothing was disinfected; 574 aliens, intending steer- 
age passengers to the United States, were examined with special refer- 
ence to their freedom from any loathsome or dangerous contagious 
disease contemplated by the immigration laws of the United States. 

Sanitary conditions in Yokohama show no marked change. Reports 
of communicable diseases in this city have been received at the con- 
sulate-general as follows: For the week ended September 3, 1905, 
enteric fever, 2 cases, 2 deaths; diphtheria, no cases, 1 death; dysen- 
tery, 2 cases, 1 death. For the week ended September 10: Enteric 
fever, 3 cases, no deaths; diphtheria, 3 cases, no deaths; dysentery, 1 
vase, no deaths. For the week ended September 17: Enteric fever, 5 
‘ases, 1 death; diphtheria, 6 cases, 1 death; dysentery, 3 cases, no 
deaths. 

No new cases of plague are reported in Kobe and the authorities 
seem to have the situation well in hand. A report of plague in Kobe 
for the week ended September 23 is published as follows: New cases, 


1, recovered 1, deaths 3, under treatment 3. 
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Dysentery has been prevalent in various districts in Japan during 
the present vear. The total number of cases and deaths from this 
cause during the period January 1 to September 5, 1905, with the fig- 
ures for the corresponding period of last year, are given as follows: 
1905, 20,917 cases, 4,002 deaths; 1904, 11,498 cases, 2,165 deaths. 

Dysentery has been particularly prevalent in the neighborhood of 
Osaka. In Yokohama cases of dysentery have not been unusually 
numerous, while Kobe has suffered quite severely.

The sanitary situation is without any improvement over that of the 
previous week. Cases of malarial fever and complications, as indi- 
cated in the mortuary report of last week, have increased in number 
as well as seriousness.

During the week there were reported in Veracruz 3 cases of yellow 
fever and 3 deaths. 

The steamship .Vessfie/d, which sailed October 1% for Pensacola, 
direct, was not fumigated because the captain was notified by his agents 
at Pensacola that the vessel would be detained there five days even if 
it was fumigated here. I received notification from the Bureau in 
regard to this matter after the sailing of the vessel. 

On examining ships’ boats for mosquito larve and adults, and human 
stowaways, I have often found rat feces there. Captains have told 
me that they sometimes see rats in these boats. Of course it is most 
likely that rats frequent these places at night and while the vessel is in 
port and may make nests there. Some of the boats are not often used, 
and though covered are not so tight but that rats may gain entrance. 
It seems to me that this fact may be of value from a plague standpoint. 

A cool norther has been blowing for several days, which has inter- 
fered with the flight of mosquitoes, but seemingly more with Culew 
and Anopheles than Stegomy/a, as individuals of the last-named genus 
being more indoors are better protected against the wind.

Reports from Colon —Lnspection and Survigation of vessels— Case of 
malar ial fever on ste amship Preston— Passengers on ste amship Mex- 
ico detained on account of elevation of temperature— Yellow fever 
case and death—Malarial Ste ver pre valent. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Mohr reports, October 11 and 16, as 
follows: 

During the week ended October 7, 1905, the following vessels 
cleared for ports in the United States and were granted bills of health: 

American steamship JJexr/co, for New York, October 4, with 106 
crew and 112 passengers. 

Norwegian steamship Preston, for New Orleans, October 6, with 38 
crew and no passengers; fumigated. 

The steamship Preston was fumig: ated on her arrival at this port, 
and, after lving here six days to discharge cargo, was fumigated again 
prior to sitiling. The purser of this vessel was suffering from a typ- 
ieal attack of malarial fever at the time of sailing and was allowed to 
proceed. Two passengers on the steamship Jersco were detained for 
further observation on account of elevation of temperature. 

The sanitary conditions on the Isthmus, so far as vellow fever is con- 
cerned, continue encouraging. One case of yellow fever, however, 
was reported in Ancon Hospital on October 4, in the person of an 
American, station agent of the Panama Railroad at Matachin, about 
halfway, between Colon and Panama. The origin of this case is still 
in doubt as the infection was not known to exist in that place. It is 
presumed that the infection was brought there from Panama or Colon. 
This case resulted in death. R 

Malarial fever of the tertian type still prevails to a large extent 
among the recently arrived negro and Colombian laborers. 

Week ended October 14, 1905. Vessels cleared for ports in the 
United States and granted bills of health: 

British steamship Lou/s‘an/an, for New Orleans, via Jamaica and 
Mexican ports, October 8, with 47 crew and 129 passengers for

Inspection and fumigation of vessels— Sanitary conditions — Mortality 
at Colon ‘and ( "wistobal during month or Septe mber, 1905. 


No cases of vellow fever have been reported on the Isthmus during 
the past ten days, the last reported case having occurred at Matachin 
on October 4. The latter place has been thoroughly inspected and 
fumigated, without anything further suspicious being found. Con- 
sidering the thorough work of inspection being carr ied on, it is justifi- 
able to infer that no cases exist at present in Panama, Colon, or the 
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Canal Zone. The last case to occur in Cristobal was reported on 
August 7, since which time over 200 nonimmune employees have been 
transferred to that place from Panama; yet nothing of a suspicious 
nature has been observed among them. This is looked upon as good 
evidence that no infection exists there. The most rigid inspection of 
all hotels, lodging houses, and places of public resort has failed to 
reveal anything suspicious. The fumigation of such places at regular 
intervals continues. 

Iam informed that a strict watch is also being maintained in Panama, 
and that there the systematic fumigation continues to be enforced. 

The death rate of the combined municipalities of Colon and Cristobal 
continues high. During the month of September the total number of 
deaths in these two places was 57 in an officially estimated population 
of 9,972, which brings the death rate to 68.5 per 1,000 per annum. 
The causes of death are herewith given as they appear in the official 
records:

Another case of vellow fever has occurred in this port, making the 
fifth case for the present season. 
This case is in my private practice. The patient lived in Habana 
during the American occupation, and in a section of the city in which 
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vases of yellow fever existed, but did not contract the disease. She 
has lived in this place for about eight months. Her residence is about 
50 feet from the house in which the third case developed. 

The case is protected as far as possible by the use of a mosquito bar. 
The part of the town in which it occurred seems to be a point of gen- 
eral infection. To the present time I have been unable to persuade 
the authorities or the residents in general that the infection can be 
eradicated by the elimination of the Sfegowy/a, although I have per- 
sistently advocated this plan. 

OcTOBER 15, 1905. 

Two additional cases of vellow fever have originated in this port this 
season, making a total of 7. 

These cases are under the observation of Dr, Allen Jumel, resident 
medical inspector, Louisiana State board of health, who reported them 
to me to-day. 

The patients are members of the family in which three cases occurred. 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Reports trom Man tla - ( hole vd and plague _ -Preeautions tuken against 
pollution of water su ply —Cholera in the province S —Plaque on 
steamship Banca at C mm trom Hlonghong. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, September 29, as follows: 

During the week ended September 16, 1905, the following quaran- 
tinable disease was reported for the city of Manila, namely: Cholera, 
12 cases, 17 deaths. 

Cholera.—The report for the week shows a most encouraging 
decline in the number of cases in Manila. Last week there were 68 
cases and 69 deaths, as against 12 cases and 17 deaths for this week. 
No further cases have made their appearance in Bilibid prison. All 
appearances indicate that the outbreak of cholera in Manila is now 
under control. Only sporadic cases are reported, and many of these 
may be traced to direct infection from the provinces. While the dis- 
‘ase is still confined to within 50 miles of the city of Manila, vet there 
has been a large increase in the number of cases reported from the 
provinces. One source from which no doubt many cases were con- 
tracted was from the village of Taytay, in Rizal Province. At that 
place an alleged healer was found to be engaged in treating all sick 
persons who applied for relief. 

The treatment was said to consist of bathing in a tank, the water of 
which was obtained from a near-by estero, the course of which is 
between houses in which cholera cases had occurred. For those who 
were unable to go in person this water was bottled and sent to them. 
In view of the fact that among others who applied there were, in all 
probability, some persons who were afflicted with cholera, and as great 
pilgrimages to Taytay were also taking place, the great menace of 
the procedure will be appreciated. The health authorities have taken 
the matter in hand and the alleged cure working has been discontinued. 

There were several cases of cholera on the watershed above the 
intake of the Manila water supply, and grave danger still exists that 
the same may become infected. 

Cholera has appeared in the following towns: Pasig, Pateros, Taguig. 
Jalajala, Binangonan, Taytay, Antipolo, and Malolos, in Rizal Prov- 
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ince, and Pila and Lumbang in Laguna Province. To date there has 
been a total of 116 cases, with 92 deaths in the provinees, and a total 
of 175 cases and 153 deaths in Manila. 

On Monday, September 11, 1905, a case of cholera developed among 
the crew of the schooner Ziregoz7, which was undergoing five days’ 
quarantine at Mariveles prior to her departure for interisland ports. 
This is the second case of cholera which has been detected by Service 
oflivers while vessels were undergoing quarantine, and fully justifies 
the course of placing all vessels in quarantine for five days prior to 
their departure from Manila. 

Plague.— Owing to the favorable reports received with regard to 
plague in and around Amoy, it was deemed advisable to discontinue 
the quarantine against that port, and a letter, copy inclosed, was writ- 
ten to the American consul at Amoy with regard to this matter. 

Several sporadic cases of plague were reported from Cebu during 
the past two weeks. 

During the week no vessels were granted completed bills of health 
for ports in the United States. Three vessels entered quarantine prior 
to sailing. 

The American ship cfw«zon entered on her tive days’ quarantine on 
the 14th instant. This vessel has just been disinfected on account of 
cholera having occurred aboard. New crew were taken and vessel 
remained in quarantine at the end of the week. 

On September i4, 1905, the U.S. army transport Sherman, with 
190 crew and 137 cabin and 383 steerage passengers, entered quaran- 
tine. Vessel was partially disinfected, crew and steerage passengers 
were bathed and their effects and baggage disinfected. All heldjat 
Mariveles Quarantine Station to complete five days from hour of leay- 
ing Manila. 

On September 15, 1905, the American schooner -/. W. C7//se entered 
quarantine prior to sailing. 

During the week 42 vessels bound for Philippine ports entered 
quarantine prior to sailing, being held three days if proceeding to 
lloilo or Cebu and tive days if proceeding to other Philippine ports. 
Thirteen vessels were discharged from quarantine, and 29 remained 
in quarantine on the evening of the 16th instant.

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During the week ended September 23, 1905, the following quaran- 
tinable diseases were reported for the city of Manila, namely: Plague, 
1 case, 1 death: cholera, 20 cases, 14 deaths. 

Cholera.—While the number of cholera cases is slightly in excess of 
those reported for the preceding week, yet the situation is not con- 
sidered serious, and there is every reason to believe that the disease 
will be stamped out very shortly in the city of Manila. There is, 
however, one very disquieting feature, namely, the continued presence 
of cholera on the watershed of the Maraquina Valley, above the intake 
of the city water supply. Every effort is being made to guard against 
pollution, three troops of cavalry being engaged upon this work. 

Considerable anxiety was felt during the early part of the week 
covered by this report on account of a letter having been received 
from Nueva Caceres to the effect that 1 case of cholera had made 
its appearance at that place. It will perhaps be remembered that 
during the cholera outbreak of 1902 the disease appeared at Nueva 
Caceres almost simultaneously with its appearance at Manila, and since 
travel between Manila and Nueya Caceres during the present outbreak 
was practically impossible, except that which underwent the regular 
quarantine of five days, it was not likely that the disease could have 
been carried from Manila. Should this case have been correctly 
diagnosed, it would appear to afford additional evidence that the dis- 
ease is endemic in the Philippines. However, no additional cases have 
occurred and this fact will appear to throw considerable doubt upon 
the diagnosis. 

Cholera in the provinces is still confined to about the same limits 
reported last week. The cases at Taytay have markedly increased 
until they have now reached a total of 56 cases with 48 deaths. 

Total number of cases in the city of Manila since the outbreak has 
been 195 with 168 deaths. The number of cases in the provinces has 
been 260 with 213 deaths. 

Plaqgue.—On September 17, 1905, a case of plague was detected by 
Passed Asst. Surg. Carroll Fox upon the British steamer Bunce, which 
was lying in the harbor of Cebu, and which had arrived several days 
before from the port of Hongkong. On September 22, 1905, another 
‘ase made its appearance. Both patients were removed to a hospital 
in Cebu, and after disinfection of the vessel the loading of hemp in 
quarantine was permitted. . The vessel is loading for continental and 
British ports. 

After an entire absence of plague for the period of a month, another 
case made its appearance in Manila September 23, 1905, in the person 
of a young Filipino girl, about 16 years of age, the daughter of a well- 
to-do Filipino family. 

The following vessels were cleared for United States ports during 
the week:

Report, trom Barbados—In: Spee tion of vessels — Le eprosy on ste amship 
Maranhense JSrom Manaos— Smallpox epidemic in Para reported to 
be abating. 


Assistant Surgeon Ward reports, October 11, as follows: 

During the week ended October 7, 1905, bills of health were issued 
to 4 ste: umships with 167 crew, 47 cabin, and S84 steerage passengers. 
Of this number I inspected 2 steamships, 86 crew, 27 cabin, and 84 
steerage passengers. There were 27 cabin and 2 steerage passengers 
taken on at this port. 

On the arrival at this port on the 6th instant of the British steam- 
ship Maranhense from Manaos via Para, bound to New York, it was 
found that one of the cabin passengers from Para for Barbados was 
suffering from leprosy (mixed form). The leper was white, 34 vears 
of age, and a native of this island. He had been living in Brazil for 
the last ten years. After satisfying myself that all the necessary san- 
itary measures had been taken on board the vessel I issued the bill of 
health. 

1 learn from the American bill of health issued at Para, Septem- 
ber 30, to the steamship Jaranhense for New York that the epidemic 
of smallpox in that port is ceasing, and that no new cases have devel- 
oped for the last four days. For the past fortnight there were 
reported 52 cases and 14 deaths of smallpox, and 19 cases and 7 deaths 
of vellow fever. 

The general health of Barbados continues good; no quarantinable 
diseases have been reported.
